We,  the  undersigned,  a  Committee  chosen  by  the  town  at 
her  last  annual  meeting,  to  rectify  a  mistake  concerning 
Nathan  Walker’s  note,  and  place  the  same  in  proper  shape 
on  the  Treasurer’s  book,  have  this  day  examined  the  subject 
and  find  that  in  the  settlement  of  the  Treasurer  with  the
